ters of citizens. 

HOUSE 

The House version of the bill is 
Viewed by many as the more liberal 
one. In its current proposed form, it 
(1) retains the traditional preference 
System; (2) does not set an upper cap 
on the total number of immigrants 
allowed to enter; and (3) establishes 
a broader amnesty program. It, too，

APAAC Discusses Block Grants 


SAN FRANCISCO 人 
presentation on the impact of block 
grant funding highlighted last week's 
SFE-Peninsula regional meeting of 
AsianPacificAmericanAdvocatesof 
California (APAAC). 

“Many of the Asian 
Community's social service agencies 
are not very informed about block 
grantfunding. Thisis goingto be very 
much a part of their lives,”stated 
Anni Chung，executive director of 
Self-Help for Elderly and a member 
of the state block grant advisory task 
force. 

Chung urged APAAC to take a 
Stronger role in_ informing more 
agencies about block grants because 
this could be their only source of 
funding in the future. According to 
Chung, federal fanding was reduced 
by 26% in 1982. 

Block grants would be 
administered by the state to counties 
who would distribute the funding for 
local human service programs. In its 
recentljy-completed report to _ the 
governor and the state legislature， 
the task force _ recommended the 
establishment of community block 
贡 ant committees to act as an 


advisory boardto county Supervisors 
on how funds should be allocated. 

“TITf we don't make the county 
Supervisors accountable, the money 
could be spent in any way,”opined 
Chung.“This also changes our way 
of thinking,”she observed. “Instead 
of writing to congress for heljp，we 
now have to work on more local 
SUpervisors”campaigns.” 

APAAC -members voted to 
Support two federal bills,， HR 1080 
and HR 1082, which would provide 
Medicare and Medicaid coverage for 
acupuncture treatmtents. 

“In Western medicine we always 
look at medicine from our point of 
View，but Eastern medicine js also 
Very Useful. Many elderly believe in 
this form; of treatment and they 
should not be denied,”commented 
Dr、Cl 任 Uyeda，a member of 
APPAC.

JIfthe Housepassesits own bill, a 
conference committee comprised of 
members from both the Senate and 
the House will meet to work out the 
differences，The compromise bill 
then goes before each body for a vote 
before being sent to the president for 
his signature. 

Though the exacttimetable is not 
known，executive director of the 
Organization of Chinese Americans 
in Washington，DC，Laura Chin， 
estimates that the House will 
probably look atthe bill afterits July 
4 recess. Local groups Such as the 
Bay Area Committee against the 
Simpson-Mazzoli Bill and the 
Committee to Retain the Fifth 
Preference，howevyer，feel that the 
issue may come Up even 3S early 3sS 
the end of June. 

Within the Asian American 
community; the fightin thenextfew ， 
weeks in the House has developed 
along two different appProaches: one 
is to defeat the entire bill, the other 
assumes passage of a law and 
focuses on minimizing the damage of 
the final compromise. 

SITOPPING 

Bill Tamayo，an attorney with 
the Asian Law Caucus and 3 
member of the Bay Area Committee 
against the Simpson-Mazzoli Bil， 
argued that Asian Americans mnst 
work towards stopping the whole 
measure. 

“In the Chinese community， 
preferences and quotas may be more 
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important,”he ackno wledged，“.:. 
but as Asians，we must see beyond 
just the preference _ issue [to the] 
broader issues of political asylum， 
jegalization and employer sanctions. 
As a committee,we oppose the bil， 
and see all the sections that are in it 
as bad.” 

Tamayo pointed out “The Asian 
American community is changing a 
lot We have aa growing 
undocumented population.” He 
indicated that this group is very 
interested in the amnesty program. 
“They want to know howto gettheir 
relatives legalized，or how to get 
amnesty [for themselves].” 

An active union local member， 
Pat Lee，expressed her particular 
concern about the penalty structure 
against -those who knowingly hire 
undocumented workers.“They [the 
Sanctions| will never work; they've 
never Worked.” 

FOCUS 

JInstead，Lee，a_ member of the 
Hotel and Restaurant Workers 
Union, maintained that the focus of 
any measure must change from the 
Prevention of hiring udocumented 
Workers to the enforcement of labor 
laws and creation- of more jobs. 

“The attitude should be that no 
matter who the workers are here 
[legal or undocumented]， all 
eImployers are bound by federal law 
to meet certain pay requirements.…. 
Bringingundocumented workers into 
the union would give them the same 
[working] conditions， and they 
would notbe exploited,”commented 
Eees 

“The attitude of the government 
is hypocritical,”she charged.“After 
it _ creates 10 million unemployed， 
Reagan vetoes all the job bills before 
Congress.、 The government SaySs 让 
cares about unemployment， bnut it s 
just eliminating one Set of workers 

-and replacingthem with another. It's 
not creating jobs，We should be 
against the Simpson-Mazzoli bill,” 
She stressed. 

In his first year as a US Senator， 
Pete Wilson voted against the bill 
because of his concerns over the 
employer Sanction and the guest 
Worker provisions. “These [issues|] 
were enoughtomakehimnotvote for 
the bill,” said Mike Getto，deputy 
Press - director for Wilsons DC 
office. 


The sanction System may put 
employers in a position of what 
Getto called “defensive 
discrimination,” where they fear 
hiring ilegal immigrants，and may 
not hire other，lega/ immigrants. 

Wilson's concerns are limited， 
however. TIhe press director told 
EastYIess “Essentially，as far as 
the rest of the aspects of the bill 
passed by the senate，well， they're 
not So much a focus of concern.?” 
Getto went on to saythat Wilson has 
alot of respect for Senator Simpson 
and what he had been able to do. 


California's senior Senator, Alan 
Cranston, also voted against the bill. 
Though he had wider concerns, the 
Senator felt that it would not be 
possible to Stop eventual passage of 
the bill. According to Hal Gross, his 
legislative aide, the senator “feels 让 
is tme for major reform of 
immigration laws，This particular 
approach, though, is flawed in many 
ways. It is worse than no bill at all.” 

Gross explained that Cranston2s 
hopes for a bil that is more 
“compatible” with some of his 
concerns may come out of the 
House.“One of the reasons he was 
as Visible as he was on this bill 一 why 
he said so much and offered so many 
amendments 一 was to add to the 
quality of debate in the House，” 
Gross Said. 

Members of the Committee Io 
Retain the Fifth Preference have also 
decided that it is not likely that the 
bill can be stopped this year. Though 
that ”committee' S coordinator， 
Richard Siu, observedthatthey were 
working with other groups around 
the bill as a whole, their “main task” 
was to save the fifth preference， 
which permits entry of married or 
Single brothers and Sisters of 
American citizens. 

“If we retain the preference, then 
will have done our task,”Siu stated. 


“We'll be disappointed 让 its 
passed.” 
Both local :committees ”are 


planning to continue their work in 
educating the community about the 
immigration bill.“Education is ouUT 
first effort ”commented Iamayo. 
“We're asking groups to take on the 
biggest law [immigration] in the last 
30 years， That's complicated for 
people to understand.” 

The fifth preference group is 
Scheduling a lobbying visit to DC 
sometime in June，oOr once the 
conference “committee ” members 
have been named: The organization 
sent a Similar team last year. 

“The issue is not to lose at the 
conference _committee,” stressed 
OCA'Ss Chin.“The Senate version js 
Such a restrictive Verslion; Wehaveto 
work on changes [in the House 
Version]. We have to make sure that 
we do not lose what we have got 一 
which is not all that great.”

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The city 
Planning- commission again 
postponed its decision on the Ning 
Yung condominium project but a 
shadow -model presentation at last 
Thursdays “hearing shed 
considerable light on a subject that 
had clouded many commissioners” 
minds. 

Ihe backers of the condominium 
project ”and “opponents “had 
apparently reached a compromise 

-earlier this month. The agreed-upon 
Proposal of 105 feet, however, was at 
that time also tabled by the 
commission which stated a need for 
additional information about the 
building's effect on sunlight，(EV 玩 
5/11/83) 

Professor Peter Bosselman of 
UC Berkeleyhad made some studies 
on the proposed building's impact on 
Sunlight reaching the Surrounding 

areas. Of particular interest are the 
Chinese Playground，tennis court， 
Volleyball court and basketball court 
located on the other side of Hang Ah 
Alley, at the back of the proposed 
ten-story luxury condominium. 

GRAPHICALLY 

The results of Bosselman's 
studies WwWere graphically 
demonstratred by  a three- 

. dimensional model showing the 
buildings in the vicinity and the 


. Shadows that would be cast on the 


playground and other recreational 
areas at various _ time in March， 
June,September and December. The 
shadow models showed the effects of 
the proposed 105 foot building, the 
one currently existing and the 132- 
foot building suggested earlier. 

The Ning Yung Association, the 

largest of the Six Companies in 
Chinatown, had originally Planned a 
160-foot building on the site located 
at 814-828 Stockton. Various 
organizations and individuals in the 
community had spoken out against 
the impact of such a tall，new 
building on open space, traffic, and 
jobs for the garment workers in the 
existing building. 
-The 3aSSOciation had 
Subsequently reduced the height to 
132 feet, and then to 105 feet with a 
4S?"taper on thetoptwofloors ofthe 
building. 

When asked whether the present 
proposed building, as opposed to one 
S0 to 60 feet high, would cause the 
loss of about one hour of sunlight 
Bosselman answered，“That is 
approximately correct in June.” 
March and September, the shadows 


are more pronounced. 


COMPARING 

Dick Wong，architect for the 
Ning Yung project had done some 
shadow studies on his Own 
comparing the proposed 105 foot 
building with one 60 feet high. Wong 
argued that because the back face of 
the proposed high-rise is set back 


“almost 18 feetfrom the property line， 


the shadow it would cast would be 


almost the same as that caused by a 


60-foothigh building built right up to 
the property line and without any

taper on the building top. 

Even though Wong's results 
differed somewhat from those of 
Bosselman,they were “not directly 
comparable because they dealt with 
different sets of building heights， 
Bosselman,who admitted that he had 
not studied the shadow effects from a 
60-footbuilding did not comment on 
Wong's claims. Either or both could 
be correct. 

While all the talk about shadow 
diagrams and models could easily 
have degenerated into an academic 
study of freshman physics, planning 
commissioner Bierman expressed 3 
human concern for the shadows 
caused by the proposed building. 

“As a mother of kids who spend 
years and years going to parks and 
basketball courts, I can'tbelieve that 
you are [proposing] to build a 
building 让 it shades a basketball 
court.” The Chinese Playground， 
Bierman noted，has such “super 
equipment and supervision ”that 让 
would be a shame to render it less 
useable because of the lack of 
sunlight. 

DILEMMA 

“Shadows are not a good thing 
for parks,” opined Tom Malloy， 
general manager of the Recreation 
and Park Dept“Bnut the dilemma 
here isthatpeoplehaveplayedbythe 
rules, and your [cityplanning's] rules 
would permit 160 feet.” 

While conceding that the present 
105-foot building with the slant is 
“an improvement ”over the original 
132-foot design，as part of the 
mitigation measures， Malloy 
recommended the installation of a 
series of heaters near the children's 
apparatus in the Chinese Playground 
to“generally improve its comfort 
and useability.” 

The general manager also 
admitted that he was not certain how 
Imitigation measures involving“the 
elusive quest for open Space can be 
enforced,” but he was willing to 
accept a “gentleman's good faith 
commitment.” 

The enforceability of certain 
mitigation measures，Such as those 
calling for Ning Yung to acquire 
additional open space in Chinatown， 
or to make arrangements with 
Commodore-stockton ”School to 


open use of its playground for 10 
years, had been questioned by city 
attorney Alice Barkley at a prior 
hearing. Such measures could be 
enforced only ifthey were worded in 
the appropriate legal language，she 
argued. 
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FINAL HOUR 

Committee for Better Parks and 
Recreation in Chinatown member， 
Jennie Lew, contended thatitis upto 
the city to rephrase the mitigation 
measures in the proper legal 
language.“This is the best language 
we can come Up with. We have not 
had any legal advice, and we look to 
the city for this,”.said Lew，whose 
committee reached a final hour 
compromise with the developerthree 
WwWeeks ago on the question of 
acquiring additional open Space， 

“Unless the _ conditions for 
approval are enforceable，we cant 
Say that the committee will endorse 
them,”she added. 

The question of language is not 
the only one that bothered 
Nakashima，another city planning 
commissioner.“[The problems of] 
staff and liability are still not taken 
care of,”he said. “No one has 
asSured me that loose ends are tied 
up.”The commissioner wanted to 
find out what mitigation measures 
had been agreed on，and in what 
language. He said，“I want to see in 
Writing where everyone's at.” 

Recognizing that there were still 
unsolved problems and that one 
commissioner was absent， Dean 
Macris，head of the city planning 
department, asked for a continuation 
of the hearing on June 10. 

SUMMARIZING 

Eventhough the commission had 


not come to afinal vote, Marcris felt - 


that“we have achieved what we set 
out to do tonight,”referring to the 
shadow model presentation by 
Professor Balsamer， The Planning 
department chief hoped that similar 
models could be used in the future. 

In summarizing the Planning 
commission”s task, Macris indicated 
that it is a“two-point problem.” 
“One, how best to proceed with the 
building project; and, too, the need 
for more open space in Chinatown,” 
he listed. 

On the question of acquiring 
open Space, Macris observed,， The 
Imoney is there. We just have to get 
over the roadblock and buy space in 
Chinatown.” 

Part of the roadblock may be 
overcome by Tom Malloy working 
with the mayors o 仁 ce. “I am 
prepared to recommend tothe mayor 
for a site [for open ,space] in 
Chinatown,”she said. “The genuine 
need is for additional park space. 工 
was assured by the mayor that she 
would put her entire Support behind 
this.” 

Whether ornot an additional park 
in Chinatown will materialize still 
remains to be seen. The money to 
acquire one has been available from 
the city since 1978，but the prior

Food Stamp

SAN FRANCISCO 一 A SF 
grocer，King Yip Woo，owner of 
KingSs Market，2398 Bryant，has 
been barred from accepting food 
stamps for five years because of 
Violations of the food stamp program 
regulations. Ihe five year 
disqualificaiton is the stiffest penalty 
ever handed out by the US Dept. of 
Agriculture for such violations,

King's Market was hit with 
the maximum violation even though 
a first time offender because the 


market repeatedly sold liquor and

Displeasure about Display Law

Chinatown merchants voiced their 
strong feelings for sidewalk displays 
at a meeting held at the Chinese 
Consolidated Benevolent 
Association building on May 17. 
The gathering was part of an 
effort to find ways to deal with the 
“traditional practice of displaying 


goeds outside ， storefronts while 
alleviating the “congestion ， in 
Chinatown. 

CITATIONS 


The problem erupted last month 
When the police started issuing 
citations to “Some “Chinatown 
Inerchants for blocking the sidewalk 
With their displays，After protests 
andameeting with Captain Casey of 
the_ Central Police Station on April 
27, the merchants negotiated a 60- 
daymoratorium on citations forfood 
and produce placed outside their 
stores. (E/ 玉 3/4/83) 

工 he moratorium is designedto be 
astop-gap measure,buteven as that， 
itis still far from satisfyingeveryone. 
Ihe merchants feel they have the 
Tight to display anything they want 
ouside their stores.Ihe problem， 
they argue，lies in the law which 
prohibits that. 

“The law is very unclear and 
yague,”said attorney Louis Lee. He 
suggested thatthe ambuiguity can be 
resolved _ through ”administrative 

_ channels by discussions with the city 
and the police. 

“But if city planning and the 
mayors o 休 ce don't see eye to eye 
[with us], then we will propose to the 
board of supervisors to introduce 
legislation,”the attorney stated. 

ORDINANCE 

The current law governing 
sidewalk displays is embodied in 
police ordinance section 63，which 
prohibits ”anyone from placing 
anything that would obstruct the 
Sidewalk for more than an hour. 

Specific exemptions，such as 
hydrants，trees，and bicycle racks， 
are jlisted in section 04 of the 
ordinance. An addition to section 604 
could make it legal for merchants to 
display goods on the sidewalk，Lee 
claimed. : 

Captain Casey indicated that the 
police would not object to any 
changes inthelaw. Thepolice simply 
enforce the law, he noted，“but give 
them a tool to work with:” 

Casey maintained that one of the 
difficulties at present is that the 
police cannot give preferential 
treatment to merchants over street 
peddlers. Therefore, ifthe merchants 
break the law, they will have to be 
cited just the Same. 

PEDDLERS 

The captain recalled that the 
problem began unravelling when his 
department began Teceiving 
complaints about Chinatown street 
peddlers and were instructed to_do 
Something about them. 

“We “ have been issuing 
citations,”he reported,“but in the 
course of doing so，we Uncovered 
other problems. One of them is that 
not only street peddlers，but also 
Inerchants， are Selling on the 


Sidewalk. 


“Eurtherinvestigation broughtto 


“light a more disturbing fact”Casey 


continued.“Some merchants have 


”been Tenting Space in front of their 
， buildings. In certain cases involving 
dispute on rent, the merchants have 


called to complain about the 
“peddlers [who rented the outdoor 
Space].” 

政 asWJesthad earlier conducted 
investigation 


， police， Certain news vendors，for 
istance, are paying Store merchants 


for use ofthe space outside. In prime 
locations such rent can be as high as 
$500 a month. 
TWIST 

Such under-the-table deals 
certainly compound the problem of 
]aw enforcement，and the Public 
Health Department adds yet another 
twist by its longstanding policy of 
allowing fruits and produce to be 
displayed outdoors as long as certain 
health-related requirements are met. 

“We have always Specified that 
food establishments must be housed 
Within enclosed structures,” said 
Larry Gilman of the Public Health 
Department.“But we don't object to 
produce and fruits with hard skins 


placed outdoors as long as they are- 


displayed at least 30 inches from the 
ground and not more than 24 inches 
away from the store exterior.” 

The policy，Gilman noted，was 
established more than 20 years a go. 
“Our position hasn't significantly 
changed,” he “observed.， “了 Bnut 
citations are _ increasing because 
there are more complaints and 
violations. Displays are proliferating 
out of control and some people don't 
comply as readily as others.” 

The “Chinatown ”merchants 
wanted the police to follow a policy 
Similar to that of the health 
department. Casey insisted that the 
police department could not make 
the rules. “TI can't tell a store 
merchant to pull in his display to 24 
inches. Why not 36 inches,or 48, or 
1227 There is nojustification formeto 
set distanceS,”he asserted. 

RELUCTANT- 

The police department's 
reluctance to_ determine how far 
displays can protrude out into the 
Sidewalk,hasnotcarried overinto its 
decisions on which items are allowed 
fordisplay, atleastduringthe 60-day 
moratorium. Only fruits and produce 
are exempt from ,citations. 

“Why not dried goods7”asked 
Mel ”Lee， chairman of the 
redevelopment commission . 

Gilman responded that the 
reason Was a historical one.“When 
让 was done 20 years ago, We asked 
for public opinion. Only fruits and 
Vegatables seemed to be of concern 
then,”he explained. 

Casey added that the arbitrary 
eXclusion of many other items was

based on the enormous number of 
stores that wished to display their 
goods outside. “If everybody is 
allowed，there will simply be no 
room, ”he argued. 

Many merchants felt that the 
problem of space came about 
because ， Street peddlers -were 
crowding into Chinatown.“The key 
is perhaps the influx of immigrants 
without “ proper control and 
licensing,”asserted Dennis Law， 
one of the meeting's participants. 
“These peddlers have squeezed out 
space from merchants.” 


NO NEED 和 

Edmond Lee，owner of Orange 
Land and an active member of the 
Association of Stockton- Street 
Merchants, believed that there is no 
need for peddlers in Chinatown. 

“Peddler permits were originally 
granted because Services _ were not 
Provided in that part of town,”he 
Said. Both peddlers and merchants in 
Chinatown, he noted, arenow selling 
Similar products. 

Alden Leong, whose family owns 
a record and tape store on Jackson 
Street, concurred The peddlers are 
Selling exactly what we are Selling， 
and they ,are undercutting our 
prices,”he accused. 

Many merchants were unhappy 
about the unfair competition offered 
by the peddlers who do not have to 
pay overhead expenses normally 
incurred by store merchants.“Street 
vendors disrupt the normal system 
by not paying rent,”charged Martin 
Eng of Golden Gate Investment 
Company.“Also consumers are nof 
protected.” He reasoned that 让 
customers purchase any .dangerous 
Or poisonous items ， from street 
Vvendors, they have no Tecourse， 

Edmond Lee also stated that 
there are food stamp irregularities 
when vendors are not tightly 
controlled. 

TIhe merchants are Somewhat 
dividedonhow to deal with the street 
peddlers. Dennis “Wong， a 
pharmacist，believed that control is 
the key. “If we allow them，we 
Should allocate certain space and 
[impose] merchandise control，”he 
Suggested. Wong also felt that 
peddlers should not be selling the

“The 
intent is to assist genuine store 
Owners,” he emphasized. ”The 
amendment would not legitimize 
renting Sidewalk space to other 
vendors.“ Transferability of rights is 
not a good idea, We do not want to 
create 3 real property interest.” 

Supervisor Silver was generally 
in favor ofthe proposed amendment: 
“The problem is certainly one that 
the board ought to address. We have 
to make a law that the police can 
enforce, and [that] the neighborhood 
wants,”she acknowledged. 

DIFFERENTIAL 

But the supervisor _ believed that 
there might be “questions at the 
Planning commission level on 
whether differential treatment is 
possible.” The amendment， as 
drafted， applies uniformly 
throughout the city. Silver 
hypothesized that 让 certain 
neighborhoods donotfavor sidewalk 
displays at all，then there may be 
difficulties in passing such an 
amendment. 

However, she pledged to do her 
best. “If it is not possible to have 
universally applied, then we will try 
to satisfy this community,” she 
promised. 

Onthe subjectofpeddlers, Silver 
js very diplomatic.“One feels Sorry 
for the people who are the poorest of 
the poor,'” She said. “But what 
they'"re doing is to the disadvantage 
of tax-paying merchants.”

andlegitimate vendors. 

It is not clear how the peddlers 
can fend for themselves. Many are 
technically there illegally, the police 
department having issued - only 
about 25 peddler licenses for the 
entire Chinatown area. 

JIn any case, the problem is one 


that needs “Prompt ，attention. 
Chinatown sidewalk congestion is 
becoming ， intolerable. Captain 


Casey admitted that the police 
department can no longer ignore all 
the merchandise placed outside the 
stores. As aresultof competition,the 
one occasional box placed on the 
Sidewalk has multiplied to three， 
four，and now more than ten，he 
noted. 

“The problem is not going to go 
away by goingbacktothe old way of 
havingus look away,”said the police 

captain. With the police threatening 
citations, the Chinatown merchants 
will be fighting to find a new way 
out. 口

WASHINGTON,D.C. 一 Con- 
gresSwoman Barbara Boxer has 
joined with Asian Americans and 
other concerned citizens in seeking 
justice in the Vincent Chin murder 
case. Boxer, along with eight other 
California Congressmen, has Sent a 
letter to the Justice Department 
urging an invVestigation of the way in 
which Chin's case was handled. 

“Many Asian American 
constituents and other concerned 
citizens are upset aboutthe handling 
of this murder case by the county 
Prosecutor,， Boxer wrote in her 
letter to the Justice Dept. 

PREMEDITATION 

She Specifically questioned the 
prosecutor s role in the case because 
过 was the Wayne County prosecutor 
who determined that a charge of 
manslaughter be brought against the 
Killers. 工 here was strong evidence of 
Premeditation in the killing and 
many Asian Americans feel the 
much more Serious charge of first 


degree (Premeditated) ”murder 
Should have been brought. 

“All citizens need to be 
reassured _ that justice “will be 


dispensed equally without regard to 
race，color or ethnic origin,” ”the 
CongreSSwoman continued， “We 
therefore urge the Justice Dept. to 
investigate thoroughly the 
circumstances and conditions which 
led to the murder of Vincent Chin 
and the handling of the murder case 
by Wayne County law enforcement 
o 人 多 cials.” 

The letter was also signed by

When Boxer met with Der, they 
discussed sending a jletter to the 
Justice .

Boxer agreed with the Asian 
Americans” assessment that the 
killing of Chin was not an isolated 
incident and is part of a national 
trend to hold minorities as 
Scapegoats for economic hardtimes.

We have witnessed two 
Imore Separate incidents involving 
what appears to have been racially 
motivated .killings of Asian 
Americans: the slayings of Thong 
Hy Huynh，a Vietnamese refugee 
high school student in Davis，Ca.， 
and of JIrac TIhi Yu in -a 
predominantly white neighborhood 
in 世 A.” 

Boxer met with other California

Henry Der, executive director of 
Chinese for A 舍 rmative Action, said 
he was very pleased with Boxers 
Concern for the serious issues raised 
by the Chin murder.

establish ties andto see whattheyare 
doing out there.”Her weekend trip， 
She noted, has given her abetter idea 
and perspective. 

At a general meeting held last 
Saturday，ACJ announced that a 
civil Tights violation complaint had 
been filed ， with the Justice 
Department on behalf of the slain 
man， IThe department has already 
dispatched an FBI-investigator to 
conduct a _ preliminary study of the 
incident. If the FBI recommends it， 
Teng ITeported ,that the Justice 
Department could convene a grand 
jury to look into the killing. 

She also related that the 
members of the Detroit group fairly 
unanimously felt that the Chin 
slaying has helped to raise not only 
their Own consciousness，bnat also 
that ofthebroader community which 
has now learned of the existence of 
Asian Americans in Detroit. 


“They [ACJ] are trying to raise 


$200,000 to carry through the case 
legally. So a lot of support is needed 
and a lot of work is needed in this 
next period,”Teng observed. 

ACJ has also called for national 
Days of Remembrance June 19-23， 
to commemorate the-beating and 
Subsequent death of the” ”young 
immigrant draftsman last Summer.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 I any 
one pastime joins the peoples of the 
World together，it is kite-flying. 
Everybody flies kites;， everybody 
enjoys them. It is in this Spirit of 
universajity that the Chinese Culture 
Center is hosting a major kite 
exhibition from June 7 to July 16. 

The exhibit will feature kites 
from China, workshops by a visiting 


Chinese ”kite-master and ，an 
international kite  festival， co- 
sponsored with the American 


Kitefliers Assoc., on Marina Green 
on June 19.“It will be a spectacular 
event!” exclaimed Vivian Chiang， 
administrator at the Culture Center. 
AMAZING 

“It's amazing to talk to people 
about kites. No _ matter what their 
age， their background or their 
profession, they all had a period in 
their youth when they flew kites,”

“It's Something everybody has in 
common. The methods and forms 
might be different，but kites are 
universal.Ifwecanbringthis interest 
out,”opined Chiang，“this would be 
the best way to promote a cultural 


exchange. This is why the exhibit is ， 


Very people-oriented.” 

The exhibition began to take 
shape last October，when Chiang 
was in China.“I brought back 
Several kites at that time just to get 
the project started.”Since then, she 
has been busily arranging to have 
more kites asssembled and sent over 
by the China Exhibition Agency of 
the Ministry of Culture. 

Her goal in assembling the kites 
from China was not simply to amass 
as many kites as possible. “Our 
purpose was notjusttomake avisual 
bazaar 一 we don't want another kite 


Shop. We want to make it 


educational,”she noted. 
ANTIQUE 

To achieve this goal, the exhibit 
will include both antique and 
contemporary kites，3aS well as 
difterent regional styles of kites. The 
antique kites date from theturn ofthe 
century (1898-1905) duringthefinal 
days ofthe Qing dynasty. TIhey were 
brought to the US by noted 
Sinologist Berthold Laufer at about 
that time. 

“During America's centennial 
celebrations (in 1876)，China sent 
overhundreds ofkites. We contacted 
the Smithsonian Institution about 


， using some kites in the exhibition， 


but they said the kites were in no 
condition to betransported,，Chiang 
related.“They suggested we contact 
the Amefiican Museum of Natural 


-History about Laufers kites.” 


Chiang said the styles of the 
antique and contemporary kites are 
actually quite similar. “But the 
antique kites are more committeed to 
traditional motifs and tend to use 
theatrical themes,” she 
explained. 

“What is really extraordinary 
about the older kites is that they are 
all made of paper”Chiang added. 
They all had to be repaired, but all 
are in remarkably good condition. 

SILK 

“Ofcourse, silk kites also existed 
duringthis period,butthey were only 
flownbythe royal court. Laufer only 


came from the people, sothere were 
no silk ones,”the administrator said. 

Chiang worked hard to get kites 
from different areas in China， 
reflecting regional variations， The 
most distinctive style is the bird- 
Shaped swallow kites of the 
Beijing/Tianjin area. “The China 
Exhibition ” Agency ”Was Very 
impressed with our thoroughness in 
wanting regional styles,” Chiang 
recalled. 

“They had sent kite exhibitions 
to France and Canada,， but neither 
had been as“fussy” as we were, But 
because we WwWork with a large 
Chinese ” population here,” the 
administrator noted,“we wanted to 
be more thorough.” 

The exhibition will also delve 
into the history of kites in China. 
Because they are So ancient，their 
origin is amatterof speculation. One 
legend ascribes their invention to 
Gong Shuban, a carpenter from the 
Spring and Autumn Period (770 BC- 
475 BC) of the Eastern Zhou 
dynasty. 
MILITARY 

According to this legend，Gong 
built the first kite with military uses 
in mind. He is said to have build a 
large wooden kite，big enough to 
hoist a_ man into the air to gather 
information about enemy troop 
strength and positions. 

Military uses of kites form a large 
part of their history，according to 
tradition. The founder of the Han 
dynasty (206 BC)，Liu Bang once 
used kites to terrorize enemy troops， 
He attached bamboo zithers to kites 
and flew them over enemy troops at 
night. The eerie moans and wails 
produced convinced the enemy 
troops that the spirits and gods were 
opposedtothem, andthe armyfled in 
terror. 

Kite flying was originally a 
pasttime of the royal court, By the 
end ofthe Songdynasty (906-1279)， 
however，kite flying had become a 
recreation of the general population 
as ” well. Considerable folklore 
developed around kite-flying. 

“The folklore says, for instance， 
that when achild flies akite,he opens 
his mouth and all sickness or evil 
spirits fy out. Other traditions Say 
that when the string breaks, it takes 
all one's bad luck away.”One folk 
custom involves flying kites all day 
and deliberately breaking the string 
in order to get rid of bad luck. 

HIGH POINTS 

One of the high points of the 
exhibition will be the visit by Ha 
Yiqi，fourth generation kite-masterT 
from Beijing. Ha?s great grandfather 
began the family tradition making 
kites forthe Qing court. The family's 
kites are so elaborate and beautifully 
designed that they have come to be 
known as the Ha Family Style in 
China. 

Ha, the director in the technical 
department of the Beijing Kite- 
makers Assoc.，began constructing 
kites at an early age He has 
mastered the six basic Skills of kite- 
making: wind ， resistance， line 
control， frame tying， Surface 
painting，design and painting，and 
flying. Ha will share his expertise in 
kite-making “workshops to be 
conducted at the _ Culture ,Center 
during the exhibit. 

Ha's visit is especially exciting 
for kite enthusiasts in the US,Chiang 
noted. “The American Kitefliers 
Assoc.has regulartripsto China,but 
this js the first time a Chinese kite- 
master has come to the US,”said 
Chiang. 

Beautiful as the kites are to look 
at and as enjoyable as they are to 
make, the real fun is in flying them. 
For this reason, the Center and the 
AKA are co-Sponsoring ”an 
International Kite Festival on 
Marina Green (between Webster 
and Scott Streets). The festival will 
feature _ competitions，games and

Because many of the Culture 
Centers kites are really works of art， 
they won't be flown at the festival. 
“But they are all designed to fy,” 
Chiang commented.， “Otherwise， 
they wouldn't be kites.”

Library Dedicated in LA Ctown

LOS ANGELES Where 
would you expect to find a public 
library that evolved from under the 
roof of a public school A 
neighborhood branch 1library that 
contains ”Some 37,000 items， 
including books in Chinese and 
English， a Chinese American 
collection and collections in Spanish 
and Vietnamese as well A library 
partlyfunded by acommunity whose 
hunger for books was So greatthat its 
Imembers donated $227,000 of their 
Own money toward the cost? 

The answer: the expanded LA 
Chinatown Branch Library， The 
12,000 square foot modern facility 
can house up to 45,000 items， 
Beginning with one person's request 
in 1972, its fruition came about 12 
years later when the new building 
was dedicated last month. 

AWARE 

The individual who began the 
dream, Dr.Ruby Ling Louie,holds a 
Ph.D. in Library Science from the 
Univ. of Southern _ California，Her 
Own children were then attending 
Castelar Elementary School in 
Chinatown. 

On Some days， Louie 
volunteered in the School library. 
There, she became acutely aware of 
the communitys need to have their 
own branch library. At that time， 
there was none. 

Her vision was spurred by the 
Writings of Swedish American 
bibliographer ”Askel G. 9. 
Josephson，of New York's Lenox 
Library. He wrote that to make good 
citizens of immigrants，one Should 
“provide them with books in their 
own language and about their old 
country..… When the immigrant has 
been accustomed to find his way to 
the public library, he will soon begin 
to read about his new country，to 
become more and more acquainted 
with the new conditions under which 
he is to live.” 

With this goal in mind, Louie and 
a， group of volunteers which 
organized as the Friends of the 
Chinatown Library in December 
1976 began their efforts to establish 
aneighborhood library, ineIrlibrary. 

SURVEY 

A needs Survey conducted by 
Louie in 1973-73, had documented 
that the community needed all sorts 
ofinformation and convincedtheLA 
city government to agree to establish 
a local library branch. 

The site chosen was the Castelar 
School auditorium, once earthquake 
damaged and restored in 1958. The 
library opened in February 1977, as 


the result of teamwork by the city 
government, the LA Unified School 
District， the Board of Library 
Commissioner and the Friends. 

Almost immediately it became 
obyvious that the renovated 
auditorium would not be capable of 
flfilling the communitys needs. In 
just two months 30,000 _ volumes 
were in circulation, and an expanded 
facility was necesSSary. 

With thehelp oftwocity Housing 
and Community ”Development 
grants, expansion work on the same 
site began in July 1981，with an 
estimated cost of $876,000. The 
sum, however，was $227,000 more 
than the team had，so the Friends 
began a fund raising drive to supply 
the difference. 

Through a benefit dinner which 
raised $20,000，Pproceeds from a 
book fair and individual 
contributions which came from as far 
as Hong 开 ong, Taiwan, as well as all 
over _ California， the “Friends 
succeeded in raising its share of the 
expanslion cost. 

Today the new facility includes 
conference and_community rooms， 
microfiche and multimedia language 
learning collections and a children s 
section. During the standing room 
only opening reception， Louie 
expressed her“jubilation ”and hope 
that the example set by the 
realization ofthe Chinatown Library 
would be an incentive to other 
communities to establish their Own 
centers of  ， information and 
Study-.

Ballet and classical Cambodian 
dance in general. What we learned 
Was rather Shocking: though this 
dance form was established in the 
12th century，and has been in 
existence Since, it was strictly an art 
for the royal family and the elite 
class. The Royal Ballet was aptly 
named.Ihe commoners，though 
aware of the classical ballet，were 
never granted the chance to watch it. 

The situation，of course，has 
changed since 1970. Members ofthe 
Royal Ballet are now in different 
countries around the world. Most of 
them .either teach or perform， 
providing opportunities for a much 
wideraudience to appreciate adance 
form once reserved foronlythe select 


few-. 
CONTROLLED 
Cambodian classical ballet is 
Strangely Similarto Russian classical 
ballet. It too is a_ display of highly 


controlled bodily movements. But 
instead of footwork, the emphasis is 
on the arms and hands. 

Traditionally, only females were 
accepted as dancers. They started at 
an early age 一 Some started as young 
as five. Each day the dancers went 
through half an hour of basic 
eXercises, mainly to archtheirbacks， 
and to bend their palms and their 
elbows outwardly to achieve the look 
of an unbroken, flowing line. 


Ouch Sok Vanny, a member of 
the Salaa-Paq ” 玫 mae， kindly 
demonstrated some of the seeing-is- 
believing exercises. She started her 
training when She was nine, and at 
fourteen，Sshe entered the Royal 
Ballet with whom she stayed for a 
year， 

When Sok Vanny curves one of 
her hands with the other, her fingers 
tips touch her outer forearm. This 
enables her to fully give the 
expreSsions SO_crucial in classical 
ballet.，

Paq Kmae will perform next month 
is Mekala, a duet of the goddess of 
water and the giant Storm King. It is 
considered one of the masterpieces 
in the classical repertoire，and the 
role of the goddesswill be danced at 
this performance by Sokhoeun 
Duong，the artistic director of the 
company.
